But I (hall rather defire and adviſe youzby Letter like your ſelves, addreſs your ſelves to 
the Lo:d Fairfax 3 by the ſword of wh.:m and his Souldiers, 1 am row in priſon for wy 
honeſty and innoccncy, and nothing elſe, and demand my liberty of him} if he refuſe, 

rintit, and do as God, and Reaſon ſha} dire you ; for it was his and his Souldiers 
hw that fetchr me out of my Bed, the 2$ of Maych, 1649. without all thadow of Law 
or Juſtice,and againſt the tenor of all their own Drc!arations 3 the particular pages of which, 
you may read in my follewing Letter to Mr. Holfrnd, page 5. And by force of Arm, 
carryed me to hitebal, and then to Derby houſe, before a company of men, that in Lay 
had no mere power to commit my hody to priſon, then ſo many theeves and robbers up- 
on Suiters Hill kave 3 who by the Rules of their own wills (as in the ſecond Edition of 
the Pifuye of them, I hve fully declared) ſent me by force of Arms to the Tower 3 for 
all my ſhort eternity in this world. 

Bur I intreat you ſeriouſly to conſider ,that T cannot adriſe you to make addreſs to him, 
as the General of the Nations forces, for he is ro ſuch thing; bur is meerly a grear Tyrant, 
Randing by the pewer of his own will, and a trong ſword, born by his vaſſals, flares 
and creatures having no commiſſion to be General, either from Law, the Parliament, it 

from the prime Laws of Natare and Rea'0n 

For Firſt, when he was firſt made General by both Houſes of Parliament, it was et- 
preſly againſt che lerter of the Law, which a&ion cannot be juſtified, either before God 
or man, bur in caſe of extream neceflicy z and for the accompliſhment of a univerſall 
righteous end, viz. The redeeming, ſetling. and ſecuring the peoples rational and juſt Rights 
and Freedoms, and not inthe leaſt for ſerring up any particular ſelvith or faQious incrch, 

Bur ſecondly, in refuſing co disband, &c. he hath rebcllcd againſt kis Parliament com- 
miſſion, and thereby deſtroyed and anuihilatea it ; And at New- Market Heath, the fifth 
of Jun-1647 betook him(clf ro the prime Laws of Nature, and by commen conſent 


his Officers and Souldiers became their General, and entred into a ſolemn and mul | 
ingagement before God, and one another, for the accompliſhment of thoſe righteous _

therein contalned,for the goed of the Kingdom and themſelves, by ſubſcribing his name, 
or at leaſt expreſly aſlenring thercunts, and approving thereof with ſolemn ingagagzene, 
as-is at large Printed in the Armies Book of Declarations, p.23,24,25,26, by the very 
lerter of which, he, nor his Officers could not govern the Army jointly or ſeverally, by 
the former Rules or Articles of Martiall Law, no nor ſo much 4s make ax Officer of the | 
meaneſt quality, nor put forth any publige Declaration, nor treat with, nor conclude with any 
in reference to the Armyy but by the joynt advice and approbation of their new crefted and 
eftabliſhed council of Adjutatoys, which tor order and methods ſake, the General was be- 
rruſted to convene and call together, as the King formerly was Parliaments, or the Lord 
Mayer of Londou Common Councels ; and yet notwirkhftanding he and his Officers, like 
a generation of moſt perfidious, falſe, and faithleſs men , broke all this ingage- 
ment to pieces, within leſs then twenty dayes after it was made, and ſo annihilated and 
dRroyed his power, authority, or commiſkon, flowing from the conſent ef the Souldi- 
ers, before he had really accompliſhed any one thing, he, or they ingaged for, and hath 
fince two ſeverall times, pur a nulliry, or ferce, upon his originall Creators, Lords and 
Maſters, the Parliament, 

Andchat he and his Cfhicers broke their forementioned ſolemn ingagements in ſo 
ſhort a time ; I prove fully our of their own book of Declarations, in which page 36. ro 
46 1 finde Declay ation, aatcd the I4. of Tune, 1647. mad: and publiÞed by bis Exccllency 
Sir T horas Fairfax, with the Officcrs and Sould:crs of bus Army 3 (mark it well) for in 
the very words of it, it is, in Excellency worth all the Declarations that ever the Army 
made fince : and in page 47. to 5O. 1 fiade a general charge againſt the ein Members, 
with a paper detruered with it to the Parliaments Commiſſioners at St. Albans, the 17. June 
1647 .by the appointment of bis Excellency Sir T, Fairfax, and the Soldicrs of the A*my under 
his conmaxd ; but in the following poges, viz pag Fl, 52,53, 54. 1 finde that the 21, 
22, 25. of June, 1647. his Exc: Hincy, and by Ceuncel of 37ar alone, without the Cour» 
cel of Adjurators, repreſem' ing the Soulgiers, according to their ingagement, wric letters 
to, and entered into a Treaty with the Lord Mayor ana Cummon- Ceuncel of Lindon, 
which was abaſe, per fidious, treachcrous att, ardan abſolute trench of ther (olexin ngage- 
ment 3 yea in page 57.
